Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linl<ed as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-15, drawn to a method to precipitate mineral particles on fibers. 
Group II, claim(s) 16-22, drawn to an apparatus to precipitate mineral particles on fibers. 
Group III, claim(s) 23-24, drawn to a method for pre-treating fiber material. 
Group IV, claim(s) 25-26, drawn to an apparatus for pre-treating fiber material. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups (I and II) and (III and IV) do not relate to a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they 
lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the 
special technical feature of groups I and II is an apparatus that supplies gas to a fiber 
material with a precipitation space, which is not present in Groups III and IV. The 
special technical feature of Groups III and IV is a device consisting of several coaxial 
rings with blades that rotate at different speeds and discharge out through the 
outermost ring, which is not present in the Groups I and II. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common 
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technical feature of botli groups is an apparatus tliat supplies gas to a fiber material with 
a precipitation space, which cannot be a special technical feature under PCT Rule 13.2 
because the element is shown in the prior art. WO 02/40773 A1 (already of record) 
teaches such a method and apparatus as taught in the abstract and on pages 8 and 9. 

4. The inventions listed as Groups III and IV do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common 
technical feature of both groups is a device consisting of several coaxial rings with 
blades that rotate at different speeds and discharge out through the outermost ring, 
which cannot be a special technical feature under PCT Rule 13.2 because the element 
is shown in the prior art. WO 99/54045 A1 (already of record) teaches such a method 
and apparatus as taught in the abstract figures 1-3.
